Changes 

1. The attached subchapters have been modified and updated by 
Diplomatic Security (DS) because a large percentage of the information 
which used to be contained in both of these two DS sub-chapters has 
been moved into IRM's subchapter of the same title in the 5 FAM 480. 
This was done to resolve ongoing conflicts between the 5 FAM and 12 
FAM subchapters which previously existed prior to this update. 12 FAM 
510 is accordingly renamed. 

2. 12 FAM 510 and 12 FAM 520 are being revised and issued as the new 
subchapter 5 FAM 480 (Classifying and Declassifying National Security 
Information— Executive Order 13526). The Information Security 
Oversight Office (ISOO) has approved all information in the new and 
updated 5 FAM 480 and this issuance is a priority order from the Under 
Secretary for Management due to the recent occurrence of wiki leaks. 
These revisions are based on a Presidential Executive Order (Executive 
Order 13526) from December 29, 2009. 

3. The Trade and Development Program's acronym (USTDA) has replaced 
TDA.
